A QUIET residential road 
in Welshpool is being used 
as a “speed track” by motor¬ 
ists - sparking fears some¬ 
one could be seriously hurt. 

People living in Gungrog 
Road say drivers are speed¬ 
ing along the street after 
being diverted away from 
Salop Road, which is closed 
to allow Severn Trent to lay 
new water pipes. 

Powys County Council of¬ 
ficials have said the closure 
of Salop Street will remain 
in place until Sunday and 
urged drivers using other 
routes to observe speed lim¬ 
its and drive carefully. 

Resident Kat Isen- 
biel-Binyon said she fears 
someone will be run over. 

She said: “I am worried 
that it is only a matter of 
time before a parent takes 
their eye off a young child 
for a split second and some¬ 
thing happens. The council 
or police should try and do 
something down there, even 
if it is just for school open¬ 
ing and closing times.” 

Resident Bob Whiteoak 
said: “Gungrog Road has 
now become the Formula 
One route that Salop Road 
is usually. 

“Despite a 30mph speed 
limit, Salop Road is like a 
speed track, I often see vehi¬ 
cles speeding at 60mph plus 
early in the morning. 

“It needs two speed cam¬ 
eras, one at the bottom of 
Cobden Street and one near 
the junction to The Flash 
and the high school.” 

Police chief 
to open new 
CCTV set-up 

THE Police and Crime 
Commisioner for West Mer¬ 
cia will visit Oswestry next 
week to officially open its 
new look CCTV system. 

Bill Longmore will visit 
on Monday to see new cam¬ 
eras and a refurbished con¬ 
trol room paid for by a grant 
he approved. 

The 14-year-old CCTV 
system had been recognised 
as the most successful vol¬ 
unteer run projects of its 
kind in Britain. 

But with advances in 
technology it had become 
out-of-date and also in dan¬ 
ger of breaking down. 

Oswestry Town Council, 
which funded the original 
system, successfully applied 
to the police and crime com¬ 
missioner for a grant to up¬ 
date it.

ST Martins School, the first all-age school in 
Shropshire, has been officially opened by a former 
pupil and gold medal winning sportsman. 

Mikey Hall, who won an individual bronze and 
team gold for archery in the recent Invictus Games, 
said it felt somewhat strange returning to his old 
school as the guest of honour. 

But he said he was proud to be doing his bit for 
the school that, together with his parents, had 
taught him how to be a good member of society. 

The 39-year old was a pupil at both Ifton Heath 
Primary and Rhyn Park Secondary. They closed 
two years ago to become St Martins all-age school. 

But it was only in September that the nursery 
and primary children moved onto the former Rhyn 
Park campus and building work finished. 

Mr Hall, who now lives in Yorkshire and whose 
parents Tony and Inge still live in the village, at¬ 
tended the opening ceremony on Tuesday night. 

He said: “The building is unrecognisable to the 
one I came to as a pupil. 

“I suppose that along with my parents, the 
school taught me right from wrong and taught me 
to be a good member of the community.” 

Among those attending the opening were head 
of school Sue Lovecy, chairman of governors Tim 
Jones, Shropshire Council officers Chris Matthews 
and Anne Gribbin and Councillor Steve Davenport. 

Head of school Sue Lovecy, said: “St Martins 
School is a very special place and it is my privilege 
and pleasure to be leading the school at this excit¬ 
ing stage in its history.” 

She said that the school was at the heart of the 
community and was keen to develop more commu¬ 
nity links.

Hartley said: “We should be very proud of what 
has been done here.

ARSON SPARKS 
CLOSURE CALLS 


A FIRE in an Oswestry pas¬ 
sageway which trapped a 
young family in their home 
has led to calls for the alley to 
be closed off to the public. 

Oswestry Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett said he was horrified by the ar¬ 
son attack in the Clawdd Du alleyway 
at The Cross in the town centre. 

One man was arrested over the fire but po¬ 
lice have said he has now been discounted from 
their inquiries. 

A large industrial bin, one of several that is 
sited in the alleyway, was set on fire. 

A smoke alarm alerted a family living in a flat 
above but when they tried to escape they found 
the blazing bin blocking their doorway. 

Firefighters had to put ladders up to the win¬ 
dows of the flat to rescue the frightened couple 
and their two young children. 

The bin fire in the early hours of Thursday

morning last week was the third in the area 
in recent weeks and the second in Clawdd Du. 
Councillor Bennett said he was deeply worried 
about the arson attacks. 

“This sort of behaviour is so dangerous - it 
could claim a life,” he said. 

“I think the time has come to investigate 
whether the Clawdd Du could be gated off and 
keys then issued to residents and those with 
businesses that have access to the alley. 

“It is a great shame because Clawdd Du is 
one of the many historic shuts and passage¬ 
ways that gives Oswestry its heritage.” 

Councillor Bennett said he was also unsure 
whether the alleyway could be legally closed off 
as it had been in constant public use for cen¬ 
turies. 

Fire station manager Adam Matthews said: 
“One crew rescued the family from the flat, 
using ladders to bring them to safety while 
other firefighters dealt with the bin fire. 

“The couple and their young children were 


unhurt and the flat was not affected by the fire. 

“But the family was shaken up and we 
brought in the support unit that is staffed by 
the Red Cross to give them practical and also 
emotional support. 

“Something like this, where a bin on fire is 
blocking a doorway, could have tragic conse¬ 
quences.” 

Following the first fires in July concerned 
firefighters launched a local anti-arson cam¬ 
paign. 

Traders were visited by firefighters and en¬ 
couraged to do all they could to ensure they 
keep emergency fire doors free of obstruction 
and keep potential arson targets, such as com¬ 
mercial wheelie bins, locked. 

Police have issued a fresh appeal for wit¬ 
nesses to the bin fire. 

Natasha Kaur, spokeswoman for West Mercia 
Police, said: “There was one arrest but the per¬ 
son was released without charge and no further 
action will be taken against them. 

“We are still investigating and would ask for 
anyone with information about the cause of the 
fire to contact police.”

Hope for 
improved 
telephone 
coverage 

MONTGOMERYSHIRE 
Assembly Member Russell 
George says mobile phone 
coverage in the area will 
improve “significantly” over 
the next 12 months. 

Mobile network Three 
will be rolling out 4G cover¬ 
age in the region next year, 
Mr George, chairman of the 
National Assembly’s cross 
party group on digital com¬ 
munications, said. 

Mr George said the firm 
told him it will greatly im¬ 
prove service in the area and 
also allow people to access 
mobile internet better. 

Mr George said he had 
had a “constructive” meet¬ 
ing with Three, adding: “I 
am pleased to hear that mo¬ 
bile coverage in Montgom¬ 
eryshire is set to improve 
significantly over the next 
year as it begins to roll out 
its 4G service in the area. 

“While Three expect to 
achieve a high level of cover¬ 
age, I have asked for further 
information on which rural 
communities in Mid Wales 
will still experience patchy 
mobile coverage following 
their roll-out. 

“I was encouraged to hear 
that EE and Three have en¬ 
tered into a network sharing 
partnership in an effort to 
expedite the roll-out and im¬ 
prove overall coverage but 
fear that some residents in 
Powys will simply not bene¬ 
fit from this new technology 
at all and that mobile cov¬ 
erage in deep rural areas of 
my constituency will remain 
patchy.”

Advisor In 
court over 
bribery 
allegations 

AN Oswestry business¬ 
man was among a group of 
fraudsters who sold tracts 
of Cambodian land dotted 
with unexploded land-mines 
to eco-conscious investors, a 
court heard. 

The gang of four, in¬ 
cluding Stuart Stone, 29, 
of Knockin Road Farm, 
Oswestry, are accused of 
tricking victims into hand¬ 
ing over £23m for ‘sustain¬ 
able’ projects in the Asian 
jungle, Southwark Crown 
Court heard. 

The alleged fraud in¬ 
volved investors pouring 
cash into growing the Cam¬ 
bodian Jatropha tree on the 
promise of annual returns of 
up to 25 per cent. 

Jatropha trees yield an 
eco-friendly oil that can be 
converted into soap and 
even fuel, so investors were 
encouraged to believe they 
were part of an ethical pro¬ 
ject. But prosecutor Tim 
Cray said the men had sold 
“the financial equivalent of 
a very dodgy motor”. 

Stone, an independent fi¬ 
nancial advisor, denies two 
counts of bribery and the 
trial continues.

SHROPSHIRE’S only Welsh shop has 
been given £200 from a foundation set 
up by one of the world’s top authors. 

James Patterson, whose books make 
up one in four of all hardcover sus¬ 
pense/thriller novels sold across the 
world, set up a charity which gives out 
small grants to schemes encouraging 
people to read. 

And Siop Cymru, based in the indoor 
market in Oswestry, has received a 
grant so it can take more books on vis¬ 
its to schools or fairs across the Shrop¬ 
shire border and through mid Wales. 

Lowri Roberts, who runs Siop 
Cymru, which sells Welsh goods and a 


large selection of Welsh language and 
bilingual books, said she was delighted. 

“We are passionate about getting 
more people to read in Welsh whether 
they are adults or children. Our bilin¬ 
gual books are particularly popular as 
they help in learning Welsh. 

“They can also help if a child is 
learning Welsh at school and parents 
want to read with their children but 
perhaps do not know the language.” 

James Patterson recently donated 
£1 million to a scheme in America 
which have small grants to encour¬ 
age reading. Such was its success he 
decided to set up a similar project in 


Britain, giving £250,000. Lowri said:

Shortage of rural GPs will 
become crisis, say doctors

SUCCESSIVE governments have ignored warnings over a looming 
crisis to replace retiring GPs and practice nurses in rural areas, a 
leading Montgomeryshire doctor has claimed. 

Dr Martin Green, a retired GP and chairman of Montgomeryshire Medical 
Society, said the mounting problem of attracting doctors to areas such as Mid 
Wales and the Shropshire border has not been addressed for a decade.

Emergency 
care will be 
at one site 

ACCIDENT and emergency care in Shrop¬ 
shire will be provided at just one site in the 
future, a health chief has confirmed. 

Dr Caron Morton ruled out keeping acci¬ 
dent and emergency units open at both the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and Telford’s 
Princess Royal. She said there was a “very 
strong case for change” and added: “We 
cannot do nothing.” 

The chief officer of Shropshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group , which along with 
Telford & Wrekin CCG is leading the Fu¬ 
ture Fit programme to determine how 
health services should best be provided in 
future, was speaking as a feasibility report 
was published on the possible location of a 
new single emergency centre in the county. 

It would look after 999 emergencies and 
patients with life-threatening conditions or 
injuries. 

The study has looked at costings and 
timescales for siting the emergency centre 
at Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, Telford’s 
Princess Royal or on a new site on green 
land at an as yet unidentified location 
somewhere between the two. 

It says building on a new site would cost 
about half a billion pounds and take three 
years to build. Dr Morton insisted no final 
decision had been made. 

A shortlist of three or four preferred op¬ 
tions for the location of the new centre is 
expected to be released in the next four to 
five weeks, with consultation starting on 
the preferred option by the summer of next 
year. 


Le Rural Primary Care Conference held at 
Gregynog Hall, near Newtown, to raise the 
issue. 

Speakers expressed an urgent need to 
make a career as a rural GP much more 
attractive to medical students and trainee 
doctors. 

One of the ways this could be achieved 
was by exposing them to rural practice for 
longer periods during their education and 
training, Dr Green said. 

The speakers complained that too many 
young doctors were influenced by working 
in a hospital during their training and were 
drawn to urban areas because they had no 
experience of rural practice. 

Dr Peter Holden, a GP from Matlock 
in Derbyshire and special adviser to the 
BMA General Practitioners Committee on 
premises and rural matters, warned that a 
“perfect storm” was brewing with a large 
number of rural GPs retiring at the same 
time in the UK. 

Dr Green said: “The great success re¬ 
cruiting rural GPs in the 1980s has now 
created a problem, as many of them are 
coming up to retirement in the next five 
years. 

“There are already vacancies in GP prac¬ 
tices across Mid Wales and the borders, 
which are proving very difficult to fill. We 
must nurture our young doctors and en¬ 
thuse them to want to enter rural practice.” 

Dr John Wynn Jones, sessional GP, sen¬ 
ior lecturer in rural and global health and 
chair of the World Organisation of Family 
Doctors’Working Party on Rural Practice, 
said: “We all knew this crisis was coming 
but nobody ever listens.” 

He said Australia and Canada had in¬ 
vested a huge amount of money to tackle 
a similar problem but it was unlikely that 
Wales would do the same. 

Ann Whale, conference co-ordinator, 
said: “The conference provides a valua¬ 
ble forum where the recruitment of rural 
health professionals can be discussed. 
Rural GPs recognise recruitment as a 
growing problem which impacts more on a 
county like Powys where there is a primary 
care led health service in the absence of a 
district general hospital.”

Aldi plans to build a supermarket on Shrewsbury Road in Oswestry 


THIS is the first picture of how the new 
Aldi planned for the edge of Oswestry 
would look. 

The discount supermarket company 
plans to build on Shrewsbury Road on the 
site of a former football pitch at the en¬ 
trance to the town. 

Plans were finalised following a public 
consultation and Aldi has now submitted a 
planning application to Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil for the supermarket - its second in the 
town. 

Naomi Kellett, acting as Aldi’s agent in 
the planning process, said the company 
had drawn up the plans to enhance the 
approach to Oswestry town centre by de¬ 
signing a “modern, sympathetic and ex¬ 


citing” site. She said: “Feedback from the 
consultation highlighted that traffic was a 
concern, so a controlled pedestrian cross¬ 
ing will be provided on Shrewsbury Road. 

“It is also proposed to provide a new 
combined pedestrian and cycle access into 
the site from both Shrewsbury Road and 
Maesbury Road. 

“This new store will create job opportu¬ 
nities for the local area, employing local 
contractors and labour during the con¬ 
struction, creating 40 jobs for local people 
within the Aldi store during its operation, 
plus additional employment for mainte¬ 
nance.” 

The application will go before Shropshire 
Council at a later date.

Chris, from Diamond Avenue, Oswestry, 
admitted he’d been overweight for 20 years, 
but when he reached the heaviest he’d ever 
been in January this year he decided to do 
something about it. 

“In January I’d gone up to 15st 41b and 
decided I really did want to lose weight,” 
he said. 

“I’d always had vague thoughts about 
looking to be a bit thinner but wasn’t that 
bothered, but then I was of such a size that 


I really wanted to lose weight. I would get 
out of breath on a brisk walk.” 

Chris, 43, joined a Slimming World group 
and took up running - with spectacular re¬ 
sults. 

Two weeks ago he joined record-breaking 
marathon runner Amy Hughes as she ran 
a marathon in Oswestry as part of her 53 
runs in 53 days. 

He is now preparing to run Manchester 
Marathon next spring to raise cash for the 
Isabelle Lottie Foundation. 

Claire Morris, who runs the Slimming 
World group at the Whole Life Centre in 
Cabin Lane, Oswestry, on Mondays, said 
she was really proud of what Chris has 
achieved.

Shop plan 
set to go 
to council 

PLANS for a new supermarket in Welsh¬ 
pool town centre are to be brought before 
councillors. 

Welshpool Town Council has confirmed 
it will discuss Lidl’s plans to move to Mill 
Lane in the town at a meeting on October 
22 . 

The discount supermarket said it will 
create up to 40 new jobs at the store if it is 
given the go-ahead. 

Robert Robinson, Welshpool town clerk, 
said: “Lidl’s planning application for a su¬ 
permarket on the site next to the Smith- 
field Bell public house has arrived. 

“The town council will be discussing 
the application and responding to Powys 
County Council, which will make the final 
decision.” 

The meeting is open to the public and 
will be held at 6pm in the Assembly Room 
of the Town Hall. 

At a consultation event in the town last 
month, shoppers welcomed the plans, but 
many said they would prefer it if the com¬ 
pany opened in an empty store in the town 
centre, rather than the proposed location. 

Councillor Ann Holloway, town and 
county councillor, said: “This is most wel¬ 
come because Lidl has prices more in touch 
with working people. 

“Welshpool is two thirds a working class 
town and people are keen to save pennies 
where they can. However, I do wish that 
they had decided to come to the town centre 
and the old Co-op store in Berriew Street 
would be perfect.”

Milk price protest staged 


ORGANISERS of a large farmers’ 
protest at falling milk prices have de¬ 
scribed the action as a success. 

About 500 people came from Shrop¬ 
shire, Mid Wales and beyond to 
blockade the headquarters of dairy 
processing giant Muller Wiseman to 
protest against slashes to the price of 
milk. 

They prevented lorries from enter¬ 
ing or leaving the dairy at Market 
Drayton on Monday night, cheering as 
drivers were forced to turn away. 

Organisers said the action was a 
last resort as Muller was refusing to 
talks with farmers after announcing 
it would be cutting the price paid to 
farmers for milk by 1.9 pence per litre 


from November to 27.1p per litre - on 
top of a previous reduction that took 
effect from Wednesday and an earlier 
cut in August. 

Paul Rowbetton, the Farmers for 
Action co-ordinator, said around 500 
people had turned up, which was more 
than he had expected. 

David Handley, Farmers for Action 
chairman, said the protest was a “line 
in the sand”. 

But Muller has asked the campaign 
group to stop and think before it car¬ 
ries out further protests. It said the 
action could cause further damage to 
the industry, which is already under 
severe pressure from steep falls in the 
value of commodities.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


It simply can’t be right that 
a pint of milk will cost you less 
than a bottle of mineral water in 
supermarkets today and it is lit¬ 
tle wonder that our dairy farmers 
are protesting again. 

When a pint bottle delivered to 
your doorstep can cost as much 
as 90p it is madness that super¬ 
markets are selling two litres for 
just a £1. 

But I can’t help feeling that 
farmers have to shoulder some 
of the blame and it looks like a 
case of shutting the shed door 
after the cow has bolted on this 
occasion. 

It’s 20 years since Margaret 
Thatcher’s Conservative gov¬ 
ernment disbanded the Milk 
Marketing Board, the agency 
established in 1933 to control 
milk production. The board guar¬ 
anteed a minimum price for milk 
producers and at the time giant 
supermarket chains were few 
and far between. 

Most then sold their milk 
through a farmer owned co-op¬ 
erative called Milk Marque again 
guaranteeing a minimum price 
but since Milk Marque vanished 
in 2000 farmers have been on 
their own and at the mercy of 
the supermarket chains who are 
clearly willing to sell milk as a 
loss leader to attract footfall. 

At the time many farmers 
clearly thought this was a posi¬ 
tive move and offered the chance 
for them to negotiate their own 
rates.Going it alone has clearly 
not been the right move for farm¬ 
ers and now there is a real need 
for the dairy industry to promote 
their own product. 

Daily farmers have been 
breaking all-time records in 
terms of production and the 
prices received for their milk this 
year when prices were high. 

Weaker demand is now affect¬ 
ing farm-gate milk prices and 
I read recently that the value of 
dairy commodities has reduced 
by more than 50 per cent in just 
eight months. 

Milk no longer has a high 
profile, but needs one. Some 
of us will remember the famous 
advertising campaigns by the 
Milk Marketing Board. Slogans 
included “full of natural good¬ 
ness”, “is your man getting 
enough?”, “milk’s gotta lotta 
bottle” and “drinka pinta milka 
day”. 

Then came the famous “Ac¬ 
crington Stanley, Who Are 
They?” advert and sponsorship 
of the Milk Race Tour of Britain 
cycle race from 1958-1993 and 
the Football League Cup from 
1981-1986, renaming it the Milk 
Cup. 

Farmers are now taking their 
protests onto the street. They 
have been enjoying the high 
prices and like all of us in this 
world should realise that nothing 
is for ever. It’s positive marketing 
that’s required now and that can 
only be done by farmers getting 
together again to promote a fan¬ 
tastic product.

Success for war vet who 
now has his eye on Rio 


Mikey Hall from St Martins 
is aiming for glory at the 
Paralympics in Rio. LUCY 
TOPMflM reports _ 

HE thought his career as a 
sharp shooter was over the day 
he broke his neck and back on 
an army assault course. 

But Mikey Hall had never been 
a quitter and instead he turned his 
hand to shooting of a different kind 
- as an archer. 

And now he has his sights set on com¬ 
peting in the Paralympics in Rio. 

After his success at the recent Invic¬ 
tus Games, where the former Dragoon 
Guardsman won bronze in the individ¬ 
ual event and gold in the team event, it 
seems the sky is the limit. 

“I am really pleased with my per¬ 
formance at the Invictus Games,” said 
Mikey, who grew up in St Martins near 
Oswestry but who now lives in Yorkshire. 

Aim 

“I did fluff a few shots but then I 
helped to bring it back for the team and 
we won, which was fantastic. 

“Being on the team for the games was 
very similar to being in my troop in the 
army, we had to work together and rely 
on each other for a common aim.” 

Mikey, who saw service in Bosnia, 
Kosovo and Northern Ireland uses a 
wheelchair after being injured in a fall 
on an assault course near Catterick Gar¬ 
rison 14 years ago. 

He was devastated that his army ca¬ 
reer, which he had dreamed of since be 
was a small boy in the cadets, was over. 

He said: “I found it very hard to leave 
the army behind after my accident. 

“I knew I had to leave but it hurt me 
big time. 

“I was in the reconnaissance troop in

the Dragoon Guards and I had always 
wanted to be in the army. 

“I started off in the cubs, then moved 
on to the cadets and TA and then joined 
the army. It was a natural progression.” 

Growing up in the Shropshire coun¬ 
tryside, the former Lance Corporal 
spent his childhood shooting and poach¬ 
ing with his father. 

“I was a real outdoors boy,” he said. 

“That was what appealed to me about 
the army and I guess the shooting 
helped with my archery. 

“But I had never done it until a friend 
of mine mentioned it after the accident 
and said I should give it a go. 

“I caught the bug I guess and realised 
I had a natural ability.” 

He was chosen to take part in the In¬ 
victus Games after travelling to Sochi 
for the Paralympics. 

Mikey said: “The coaches and teach¬ 


ers were watching when I did some 
training and on the last day they went 
away for a chat and came back and told 
me that I had been selected. 

“It was wonderful. 

“In the army troop you work as part 
of a team and that was exactly the same 
in the Invictus team.” 

In the next couple of months, Mikey 
will travel to Lilleshall for try-outs for 
Team GB, which will then travel to the 
Paralympics in Rio. 

“That is my goal in life right now,” 
the 39-year-old said. 

“I am putting all my energies into 
that. I really want to take part in the 
Paralympics so that is what I am con¬ 
centrating on.” 

Mikey was not the only Shropshire 
based athlete who took part in the In¬ 
victus Games. 

Nick Beighton, 32, from Asterley, 


near Shrewsbury, won three gold med¬ 
als at the inaugural Invictus Games in 
London. 

Nick, who lost both of his legs in 
Afghanistan in 2009, won gold in the 
endurance four minute indoor rowing 
race and the sprint one minute indoor 
rowing. 

He was also awarded gold as part of 
the UK team which came top overall in 
the indoor rowing section. 

The ex-army officer also competed in 
the 2012 London Paralympics, where he 
narrowly missed out on a bronze medal 
in the double sculls. 

He said: “There was a real buzz out 
there, everyone lifted their game but you 
try and tune it out a little bit because 
you’re trying to focus on what you’re 
doing. 

Focus 

“It’s given everyone the opportunity 
to compete, not just the Paralympians 
among us, but right down to the people 
who have recently been injured - it’s 
great to have a focus to get out there and 
do something.” 

Nick was guest of honour at the re¬ 
cent Oswestry Community Games, held 
in Cae Glas Park. 

The Invictus Games featured more 
than 400 competitors - both serving 
military personnel and veterans - across 
nine disciplines, with teams travelling 
from the USA, Afghanistan, New Zea¬ 
land and across Europe to take part in 
the Paralympics-style championships. 

Prince Harry, who has performed two 
tours of duty in Afghanistan, was in¬ 
spired by the Warrior Games in the US 
in coming up with the idea of the Invic¬ 
tus Games. Ricky Furgusson, who lives 
in the Telford area, also represented 
Shropshire in the games. 

Corporal Furgusson, 29, of the 4th 
Battalion The Rifles, who was injured 
in an IED blast in Afghanistan, losing 
both legs, five fingers and his left eye, 
competed in the 100m men ambulant 
IT2 final.

On Monday MPs return to 
Westminster following a three- 
week break to accommodate 
party conferences. 

I was particularly disappointed 
with the tone of the Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrat conference, held this week. 
It was a full-on sustained vitriolic 
attack on their Conservative Co¬ 
alition partners. 

I was quite shocked to hear 
a former Lib Dem leader repeat 
endlessly how he “hated the To¬ 
ries”. In politics we expect disa¬ 
greement and robust debate but 
there’s no need for this sort of 
language. 

Since 2010, the two parties 
have been Coalition partners, 
making compromises on poli¬ 
cy in the overall interests of the 
economy. 

We came together to create 
the stability needed to begin the 
process of restoring the UK’s 
public finances. 

As a newly elected Conserva¬ 
tive MP in 2010, I signed up to a 
five-year deal with the Lib Dems. 

To me, ‘a deal is a deal’. Both 
of our parties have paid a ‘popu¬ 
larity’ price for the compromises 
we had to make for the coalition 
to work. And it has worked. 

Unsurprisingly, I have some¬ 
times found coalition frustrating 
and disappointing, but it’s been 
a success. So what on earth is 
the sense in the two partners 
kicking lumps out of each other? 

There is much disagreement 
between us about one Bill that 
MPs are debating on our first 
week back - the promise made 
by David Cameron that the peo¬ 
ple of Britain will be given a vote 
in November 2017 in a referen¬ 
dum on whether the UK should 
remain part of the European Un¬ 
ion. 

The Conservative view is that 
the people should be given the 
chance to vote on this question. 
Next week’s debate is about 
whether the commitment to this 
In/Out referendum should be en¬ 
shrined in law. 

I also sense that Parliament 
will very soon be debating the 
military intervention against the 
brutal ISIL terrorists in Iraq and 
Syria again. There is much seri¬ 
ous work for MPs to do over the 
next six months. We should fo¬ 
cus on the challenges that face 
our country and avoid the child¬ 
ish name-calling.

WHAT FINANCIAL PROTECTION DO I HAVE IF MY PARTNER DIES WITHOUT MAKING A WILL? 

Q: I moved in with my partner when he bought a house six years ago. We both have children from previous relationships and my daughter lives 
with us. My father keeps on at me about us making Wills, otherwise he reckons my daughter and I could lose our home if anything happened to my 
partner. Surely if we are common law partners this couldn’t happen? It just seems a bit extreme to be making Wills in our thirties. 

A: Unfortunately, unless you are married or in a civil partnership the law says you would be entitled to absolutely nothing from your partner’s 
estate if he were to die intestate, i.e. without making a Will. 

Intestacy law did change on October 1st this year, but it did not improve the situation for the surviving partner of a non-legally binding relationship 
where the deceased partner has passed away intestate. 

In the case of an unmarried couple who do not have children, the law treats both partners as single people and orders that the deceased’s entire 
estate should go to their blood relatives if they have not made a Will. First in line are the parents of the deceased, then their siblings and then their 
nieces and nephews. 

If the unmarried couple do have children, the same rules apply but the children will be the first blood relatives in line. This can be particularly 
problematic if both partners have children from a previous relationship, because the children of the deceased would inherit the deceased’s entire 
estate and the surviving partner and their offspring would get nothing. 

There really is no financial protection for surviving partners who are not married or in a civil partnership, unless the deceased partner has made a 
Will. I would therefore urge you and your partner to make Wills as a matter of urgency..

RE the proposed 78-acre 
solar PV development in

This proposal to site

This proposal, if agreed, 
will take 78 acres of agricul¬ 
tural land out of useful pro¬ 
duction for 25 years and can 
only be used for the grazing 
of sheep. The fields will be 
fenced by two-metre high, 
close meshed black steel and 
monitored by CCTV cam¬ 
eras mounted on tall posts. 

We moved to the rural 
hamlet of Rhos-y-gadfa to 
live in a pleasant country¬ 
side area. 

With the proposed devel¬ 
opment of a 78-acre solar 
panel site we will have to 
travel on lanes bordered by 
hundreds of metres of two 
metre high close meshed 
steel fences and CCTV cam¬ 
eras to get to and from our 
home and Gobowen. We 
are in favour of solar power 
generation but they should 
be sited on brown field sites, 
roof tops (particularly in in¬ 
dustrial estates)and on land 
that cannot be used for any¬ 
thing else(such as old land¬ 
fill sites). 

It does not make any 
sense to restrict 78 acres of 
good productive farmland to 
the use of sheep for the next 
25 years.

Nuclear

IN May 2010, the review 
conference of the Non-Pro¬ 
liferation Treaty (NPT), to 
which 189 states are par¬ 
ties, agreed by consensus 
to achieve the “peace and 
security of a world without 
nuclear weapons”. 

Despite this decision even 
after four years, there are 
still more than 16,000 nu¬ 
clear warheads worldwide 
deployed or stockpiled, and 
an enormous amount of 
states’ budgets are spent on 
maintaining or modernising 
these weapons. 

I am concerned that the 
UK Government has still 
not decided to abolish its 
nuclear weapons and in¬ 
stead states that it wishes 
to renew Trident to ensure 
that Britain’s nuclear weap¬ 
ons would remain effective 
into the 2060s. 

Britain does not seem to 
have caught up. The Cold 
War era is over and the 
overwhelming majority of 
the UN member states are 
calling for the abolition of 
nuclear weapons. There is 
growing recognition in the 
international political arena 
of the humanitarian conse¬ 
quences of nuclear weapons 
and a will to create a global 
consensus for the elimina¬ 
tion of them. 

Britain should play its 
part and attend the com¬ 
ing conference in Vienna 
in December and work 
constructively to support a 
convention to eliminate all 
nuclear weapons.

“These new kerbside re¬ 
cycling vehicles will allow 
household recycling collec¬ 
tions to be made in one vehi¬ 
cle rather than two separate 
ones that have been used 
previously. 

“They will also enable the 
roll-out of the new kerbside

Superfast broadband link 
to town welcomed by AM

MOST babies and toddlers across Powys re¬ 
ceived free books as part of an initiative to 
promote reading. 

Booktrust Cymru, a charity that supports 
and promotes reading through its Book- 
start programme, gave free book bags gifted 
to 98 per cent of babies and 100 per cent of 
toddlers across Powys last year. 

Councillor Graham Brown, Powys County

“It’s good to know that the message, which 
underpins the importance of reading to 
every new-born child in Powys, is getting 
through effectively. 

“The magic of sharing books and stories 
creates a powerful bond between parent and 
child, with positive results. Research has 
shown that children who enjoy stories and 
rhymes in their early years go on to achieve 
well in school.” 


THE roll-out of superfast broadband in Welshpool has been wel¬ 
comed by the region’s Assembly Member. 

Russell George said the announcement by Superfast Cymru that Welshpool 
would be the next town to receive the service is great news. 

He said: “This is very welcome news and is an important development for the town. 
For too long, Mid Wales has suffered from painfully slow broadband speeds and patchy 

I am pleased that this is 
now beginning to change, allowing local 
businesses and residents to access a range 
of new online services. 

“We must now do all we can to commu¬ 
nicate the benefits of this latest technology 
and encourage widespread take-up.

“However, we are aware that four per 
cent of the most rural premises in Wales 
will not be covered by the Superfast Cymru 
scheme. 

“Fortunately, there are a number of lo¬ 
cally based providers in Powys who are able 
to provide alternative solutions to ensure 
that the people of rural Montgomeryshire 
are not disadvantaged.” 

Welshpool has been upgraded to fast fibre 
broadband following work by the Superfast 
Cymru programme, which it says will re¬ 
duce people’s need to travel, will create jobs 
and boost local firms. 

The Superfast Cymru programme is the 
most ambitious in the UK with the aim of 
reaching 96 per cent of properties in Wales 
by the end of spring 2016 delivering fast 
fibre to more people more quickly.

Mr Griffin has also been 
accused of harassing mem¬ 
bers of BNP staff, allegedly 
making physical threats 
in at least one case, and of 
bringing the party into dis¬ 
repute through public state¬ 
ments. 

The lettersent to Mr Grif- 
finstated: “We believe that, 
since being given the title 
of honorary president, you 
have put all your efforts 
into trying to cause disunity 
by deliberately fabricating a 
state of crisis. 

“The aim of this was to 
again embroil the BNP in 
factionalism designed to 
destabilise our party.” 

According to the commit¬ 
tee, this included preparing 
a report which lied about 
key party personnel and fi¬ 
nances and approving the 
leak of the allegations on 
the internet.

Parking 
for bikes 
appeal by 
councillor 

CALLS have been made for 
more secure parking for cy¬ 
clists in Oswestry. 

Members of Oswestry 
Town Council have agreed 
to look into the cost of pro¬ 
viding more cycle racks 
around the town. 

Councillor Paul Milner 
said: “The cycle racks we 
have at the moment I don’t 
think are in the right posi¬ 
tion. They’re not secure and 
they’re not under CCTV, 
and bikes are expensive. 

“We’re trying to get a cy¬ 
cling route around Oswestry 
and I think when they come 
into town they should be 
able to put their bikes in a 
secure position. 

“Maybe we could look at 
the areas where the town 
council can put them and go 
from there. 

“It’s just going to be the 
cost of the rack we need to 
know and then we can look 
at different areas to put 
them at another meeting.” 

Councillor Sandy Best 
asked for the main shopping 
area to be considered, as 
that is where most out-of- 
town cyclists head for. 

She said: “Often there 
are people who come into 
town on a Sunday and stop 
somewhere like Costa on 
Cross Street for a rest, and 
put their cycles in that area 
because they don’t know the 
town and don’t know where 
else to put them.” 

Another area suggested 
was the new Smithfield de¬ 
velopment. 


Work is started on special 
needs centre at school site 


WORK has begun on a new special needs 
centre at Lakelands Academy in Ellesmere 
which will cost about £1 million and be the 
first of its kind in Shropshire. 

The Special Educational Needs (SEN) hub will be 
able to accommodate up to 24 children who have Au¬ 


tistic Spectrum Disorder, 
will be called The Kettle- 
mere Centre, will feature 
four teaching areas and 
multimedia, therapy and 
meeting rooms. 

A special ceremony has 
been held to cut the first 
turf for the new building, 
which will provide a special 
educational needs centre for 
secondary-age pupils. 

Shropshire Council says 
the county currently has 
very limited specialist teach¬ 
ing provision to support pu¬ 
pils with communications 
and interaction difficulties, 
and it is an area of special 
needs with significantly in¬ 
creasing numbers. 

At present, these children 
often have to be placed out 
of county or travel consid¬ 
erable distances to access 
suitable provision. 

The council says the oper¬ 
ating costs will be funded in 
the long-term through the 
reduction in expensive out- 
of-county placements. 

Karen Bradshaw, director 
of children’s services said: 
“This new centre will offer 
a number of benefits. It will

improve localised provision 
for children within the com¬ 
munities in which they live, 
helping to meet their needs 
while reducing the signifi¬ 
cant cost to the council of 
placing pupils in costly out- 
of-county provision. 

“This means that children 
can go to schools close to 
their friends and family. 

“The Lakelands Academy 
has an excellent record of 
supporting pupils with Spe¬ 
cial Educational Needs. 

“Careful consideration 
has been given as to how 
the centre will become part 
of the school, offering main¬ 
stream access where appro¬ 
priate, rather than being a 
separate facility placed on 
the school site.” 

Ian Sanders, headteacher 
at Lakelands Academy, 
added: “Although the new 
facility will be physically 
attached to the rest of the 
site, it will be completely 
self-contained, including the 
staffing arrangements.” 


Glimpse of huge leisure complex plan 



A marina, hotel and holiday cabins are included in the ambitious plans 


THIS is the latest glimpse of 
a major scheme which could 
see a new leisure complex 
and 250 homes created in 
Ellesmere. 

Plans are currently out 
for public consultation on 
the proposal, which could 
see a marina, hotel, restau¬ 
rant and holiday cabins be 
built on land south of Canal 
Way. 

An outline planning ap¬ 
plication has been submit¬ 
ted to Shropshire Council 
for the scheme, which is ex¬ 
pected to create more than 
100 jobs. 

The plans have already 
been welcomed by many in 
the town, who believe it will 
boost business in the town. 

Ann Hartley, Shropshire 
Councillor for Ellesmere, 
has described it as the “best 
thing” that has ever hap¬ 
pened to Ellesmere. 

The scheme first became 
public more than 18 months 
ago, but only recently have 
detailed plans, including 
images of what it could look 
like, been revealed. Of the 
250 homes proposed, 25 of 
these will be affordable and 
planners say there will be a 
lot of green and open spaces.

IT was a race like no other - one ath¬ 
lete running 100 metres on a track, 
the other climbing a vertical pole, 25 
metres high. 

Grant Gallier, Oswestry’s world re¬ 
cord holder for pole climbing, lined up 
against the Commonweath silver and 
European bronze medallist Harry Ai¬ 
kines-Aryeetey. 

Thousands had turned out to see 
the one-off race, Track v Tree, at 
the Husqvarna World Pole Climbing 
Championships, in Alcester, Warwick¬ 


shire. And the result could not have 
been tighter. 

Harry managed a world-classl0.15 
seconds - but it was not a match for 
Grant who was the ultimate victor by 
sprinting up the pole in just 9.90 sec¬ 
onds. 

Grant, 27, who attended The 
Marches School in Oswestry, said he 
was happy with his time. 

But it was some way off his current 
pole climbing record, which currently 
stands at 9.077 seconds. 


A groundsman for the Knolton 
Farm Cheese company, Grant, who 
now lives in Shrewsbury, has been 
pole climbing since 2008. 

He began his career as a tree sur¬ 
geon before beginning pole climbing 
competitively when he realised he had 
a knack for clambering up tree trunks. 

Former 400m Olympic medalist, 
Iwan Thomas, commentated at the 
event for the live audience and even 
challenged his own vertigo, climbing 
the 25-metre pole. 


Switch of 
lights is 
agreed by 
authority 

OSWESTRY Town Coun¬ 
cil is to begin switching its 
street lights to environmen- 
tally-friendly LED bulbs to 
save both money and energy 
in the long term - although 
it will have to spend £32,000 
first. 

The council has voted to 
change 100 of its 500 lam- 
posts to LED lights. 

It will involve streets in 
the Beech Grove, Middle- 
ton Road and College Road 
areas. 

Glenys Davies, town 
council facilities manager, 
said the cost of the work 
would be £32,000. 

“There is a cost in the 
short term but in the long 
term this will save both en¬ 
ergy and also money,” she 
said. 

The switch over work will 
be carried out by Highline 
Electrical. 

Oswestry is already a 
part-night lit town, with 
most areas in darkness be¬ 
tween midnight and 5am. 

More than 800 people 
have signed a petition call¬ 
ing on the council to ‘Relight 
Oswestry Past Midnight’. 

The petition says: “Whilst 
saving energy and money is 
important, we feel endan¬ 
gering the lives of the public 
is not worth the price. 

“Most weekends, many 
of the pubs and clubs close 
up after this point, which 
means there are a variety of 
intoxicated and sober pedes¬ 
trians on their route home 
or elsewhere in what is now 
a pitch dark endeavour.”

Dozens of workers 
to lose jobs after 
savings are set out 
for youth services 

MORE than 100 youth workers have been told they will be 
made redundant next spring. 

Shropshire Council is aiming to save about £140,000 - 
equivalent to a 15 per cent budget cut - and about one- 
third of the county’s youth workers will take redundancy 
from April 1 next year. 

From April the council will no longer directly deliver 
youth services, but instead commission them from other 
providers. 

The council has said no formal consultation has started 
yet with staff and they hope jobs will be available to them 
from other providers. 

Gwilym Butler, cabinet member for culture and leisure 
at Shropshire Council, said: “This new approach will also 
ensure greater involvement of local young people and their 
communities in shaping the local offer. 

“Local joint committees (LJCs) will be responsible for 
commissioning youth services in their area - and the coun¬ 
cil is currently out to tender for a youth activities partner 
to provide support for LJCs and the organisations provid¬ 
ing youth activities from this date. 

“At a staff briefing, our youth workers were given an 
update about this work and were informed that the imple¬ 
mentation of the new youth activities commissioning model 
will result in their contract of employment with Shropshire 
Council coming to an end. 

“April or May 2015 was given as an indicative timescale 
for this, but staff were also told that this was subject to re¬ 
view. I must stress that no formal consultation has started 
yet with staff, and our hope is that many of them will find 
employment opportunities with the organisations that will 
be commissioned at a local level.” 


Play area is set 
for refurbishment 


A GROUP of mothers in 
Chirk is celebrating after 
plans for more equipment 
at a local playground were 
unveiled. 

Chirk Town Council has 
won a £70,000 grant from 
Wren, the Waste Recycling 
Environmental Ltd com¬ 
pany, to improve the Chapel 
Lane playground in the 
town. 

Work is now underway 
to draw up the new plans 
for the revamp of the Chirk 
play area. 

Chirk Town Council Clerk 
Sam Hughes said the group 
of mums approached the 
council to ask if the play fa¬ 
cilities at Chapel Lane could 
be improved, particularly 
those for the younger chil¬ 
dren. 

Mr Hughes explained: 
“They were keen to become 
involved with the project, 


and became very active 
in raising funds, holding 
events over the last 12 
months. 

“The funds they raised 
enabled them to put forward 
the match funding neces¬ 
sary to help Chirk Town 
Council secure the grant. 

“It is thanks to them, and 
Wren, that work will start 
shortly to fully refurbish the 
playground.” 

Mr Hughes said the 
equipment would be for all 
local children and their fam¬ 
ilies, including those with 
disabilities. 

The Town Clerk added: 
“The project will look at 
access to the site and play 
experiences for all young 
people as well as providing 
new and exciting opportu¬ 
nities to encourage creative 
play and develop confidence 
and imagination.” 


lift of Victoria Cross hero will 
be recognised by new tribute 


THE life of a soldier from Welshpool 
who was awarded the Victoria Cross 
for his role in the First World War will 
be remembered with a new tribute. 

William Waring was 32 when he died in 
Ronssory, France in 1918. 

Mr Waring was leading an attack against 
enemy machine guns when he single-handedly 
rushed an enemy strong-point, bayoneting four 
of the garrison and capturing 20 men with their 
guns. 

The lance-sergeant then reorganised his men, 
leading them for another 400 yards before he fell 
mortally wounded. 

He was given the Victoria Cross, which is dis-

played at the Royal Welch Fusiliers Museum at 
Caernarfon Castle. But now Welshpool Town 
Council, which displays a collection of Mr War¬ 
ing’s medals in the town hall, has agreed to have 
a tribute more visible to the public. 

Councillor John Corfield, a member of the 
town council, said it is important to remember 
the role Mr Waring played in the war. 

Cllr Corfield said: “He is one of Welshpool’s 
most respected sons and we do have a small me¬ 
morial to him in the council chamber of the town 
hall. 

“However, other than the small percentage of 


people who use that room, I am not sure how 
many people would even be aware that it is 
there. 

“All Victoria Cross recipients are due to have 
a memorial placed in their home town by way of 
a paving stone to mark 100 years since World 
War One. But these will be installed 100 years 
to their death, meaning we have another four 
years to wait. 

“With it being in the public eye so much this 
year, I suggested that we have William Waring’s 
picture placed in the window of the town hall at 
eye level with some information about what he 
did. This was backed by my fellow councillors 
and it will now hopefully go up within the next 
couple of months.” 


Food signs 13 
reminder 

FOOD businesses in Mid 
Wales could be fined £200 if 
they fail to display their hy¬ 
giene rating correctly, coun¬ 
cil officers have warned. 

Powys County Council’s 
environmental health ser¬ 
vice has issued a reminder 
to the area’s businesses that 
they are required to display 
their food hygiene ratings 
and also tell customers what 
their rating is if they ask. 

All food businesses in 
Powys inspected since No¬ 
vember 28 last year are 
legally required to display 
their food hygiene rating. 

The rating sticker, which 
has Welsh Government logo, 
must be displayed at or near 
each entrance that will be 
used by customers.

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16 Spray to 
help halt 
spread 
of the flu 

A NEW nasal spray to pro¬ 
tect youngsters against the 
flu virus has been hailed as 
“simple” and “painless” by 
health experts. 

And the latest method, 
which offers an alternative 
to the injected flu vaccine, 
is free, easier to give out, 
and has less side effects. 

It comes as thousands of 
schoolchildren in Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales will 
become some of the first 
to benefit from this type of 
Fluenz immunisation, as 
part of a pioneering NHS 
pilot scheme. 

It will be given out in 
Shropshire schools to year 
seven and eight pupils as a 
single dose of nasal spray 
squirted up each nostril. 

Year seven pupils will 
be offered the nasal spray 
in schools and GP surger¬ 
ies, along with youngsters 
aged two, three and four, in 
Wales. 

Carole Hales, immunisa¬ 
tion manager at Shropshire 
Community Health NHS 
Trust, said immunising pu¬ 
pils in years seven and eight 
will help stop it spread¬ 
ing through the school to 
friends and family. 


Railway men's sacrifice to 
be remembered by project

THE 53 men from the Cambrian Rail¬ 
ways who fought and died in World 
War One will be commemorated with 
a piece of sculpture created by col¬ 
lege students. 

Art students from Walford and North 
Shropshire College have started to pro¬ 
duce ceramic poppies for the art installa¬ 
tion to commemorate the centenary of the 
war this November. 

There will be a total of 53 poppies made in 
total. 

Each one will recognise each of the 53 railway 
men who died in the First World War. 

Once fired and glazed the poppies will be used 
in the art installation in the grounds of the col¬ 
lege in time for this year’s Remembrance Sun¬ 
day events. 

Andrew Tullo, spokesman for Cambrian Her¬ 
itage Railways, said: “We are very conscious of 
the contribution made by the Cambrian Railway 
to the war effort from 1914, and are pleased that 
Walford students are showing their respect to 
the railway men who gave their lives.” 

Kate Smallwood, art tutor at Walford and 
North Shropshire College, said the students 
had been learning about the history of the town 
while working on the project. 

Art students Jos Doggett, Demi Mansell, Georgia Llewellin and Alastair Scott she said: “This is a fantastic way of getting 


the art students creatively involved within the 
commemorative celebrations of the centenary, 
as well as being involved with the local commu¬ 
nity.” 

An exhibition is currently on display at 
Oswestry Station showing the railway’s part in 
the Great War. 

Mr Tullo, who helped organise the exhibition, 
said even he had been surprised by some of the 
stories that had been uncovered while research¬ 
ing the displays. 

Key 

“Research for this exhibition has revealed 
much we did not know about the key role that 
railways, including the Cambrian, played in the 
Great War,” he said. 

“Many people do not know the sacrifices that 
many in the work force were to make, and the 
long-term effects on their families and the wider 
community.” 

Alongside this, a memory table will help to 
explore a range of general war-related subjects 
including advertising and propaganda, food and 
rationing, illness and injury, popular music, 
contact with those at the Front and humour in 
wartime. 

The exhibition is open 11am to 3pm Tuesday 
to Friday, and weekends when trains are run¬ 
ning.

Village’s 
war loss 
recognised 
at event 

MORE than 30 young men 
from a village who lost their 
lives in World War One were 
remembered in a moving 
torchlit ceremony. 

And the memory of the 31 
will live on in the form of a 
new sculpture unveiled in 
Trefonen, near Oswestry. 

Lights Out Trefonen cap¬ 
tured the imagination of the 
community with villagers 
turning out to watch the 
emotional torchlit proces¬ 
sion. 

Thirty one torches were 
carried, some by descend¬ 
ants of those who died, 
to the old coal pit mound 
where the sculpture has 
been erected. 

A spotlight shone on to 
the artwork - a cross woven 
with 31 enamelled poppies. 

Chris Wood, one of those 
behind Lights Out Trefo¬ 
nen, said: “It is 100 years 
since the terrible events of 
World War One claimed the 
lives of an estimated 37 mil¬ 
lion people worldwide. 

“Lights Out Trefonen and 
the exhibition is an opportu¬ 
nity for people from the local 
parish and visitors to reflect 
on how those troubled times 
changed the world forever.

A GROUP of 100 cyclists has completed a 
London to Paris cycle ride to raise funds for 
Hope House Children’s Hospice.

“Hope House is particularly close to my 
heart because my cousin Jonathan Petford’s 
daughter Lili, who lives in Lawley, stays at 
Hope House for respite care,” she said. 

“Lili is a cheeky seven-year-old girl who 
has a rare neurological condition called Rett 
Syndrome, which affects her mobility - she 
cannot walk - and her ability to communi¬ 
cate verbally - she cannot talk. 


“Because of her condition Lili depends on 
her family for all her needs. She cannot eat 
normally and is fed through her stomach, 
and she also has limited eyesight and also 
has seizures. 

“She requires 24/7 care, and witout Hope 
House and other children’s hospices, fami¬ 
lies would not have the breathing space to 
recharge their batteries. 

“We forget that with any child with a dis¬ 
ability it’s not just the child but the entire 
family that this impacts on.”

Flood scheme 
to benefit areas 

COMMUNITIES and indi¬ 
viduals across Shropshire 
will benefit from a new 
flood risk management 
strategy for the county, ac¬ 
cording to an environmen¬ 
tal chief.

However, local resident Sam Wilkinson, 
of Wilcot Avenue, said: “We object to this 
application - as we do all of Mr Jones’ other 
ill-conceived applications. 

“Zero consideration has been given to the 
existing local residents. These proposed de¬ 
velopments will ruin what is, and hopefully 
will remain, a peaceful rural hamlet and 
turn it into an overcrowded suburbia.” 

A petition of 90 signatures has been sub¬ 
mitted to Shropshire Council planners and 
it is expected that the applications will be 
decided by the council’s planning committee 
later in the year.

Smoking 
policy at 
hospital 
reinforced 

A NEW smoke free strategy 
in a hospital will be given an 
extra boost during the na¬ 
tional Stoptober campaign. 

The policy at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital was 
introduced in July to rein¬ 
force the health benefits of 
stopping smoking. 

Bosses hope to reinforce 
the message during the 
Stoptober campaign, which 
will run across Britain 
throughout October. 

Following the first month 
of the smoke free strategy 
being in place, Ruth Tyrrell, 
associate director of human 
resources, told the hospital’s 
executive board that she had 
received a lot of comments 
and questions on the policy 
from staff. 

She said: “We’ve had lots 
of questions from staff since 
we introduced this, espe¬ 
cially whether the car park 
across the road is included 
in the policy. 

“The strategy aims to 
promote health behaviours 
among patients, visitors and 
staff and preventing oppor¬ 
tunities to smoke while on 
the hospital site. 

“We’re now in the promo¬ 
tion period for Stoptober, 
and that’s a good opportu¬ 
nity for us to reinforce this.” 

The board noted that the 
ban on smoking includes 
the use of e-cigarettes, and 
that it wouldn’t be appropri¬ 
ate for a staff member who 
smelled of smoke to treat a 
patient.

Lee Evans, spokesman for 
Powys County Council, said: 
“The council has developed 
the service to ensure indi¬ 
viduals and families have 
access to the right service, 
at the right time, in the 
right place with the right 
outcome. 

“The children and young 
people’s service element will 
go live later this autumn 
with services for adults fol¬ 
lowing in early 2015. We 
will publicise the single tele¬ 
phone number for Powys 
People Direct nearer the 
time when the service goes 
live.” 

The changes come as 
council leaders warn the 
way the authority operates 
in the future will change. 
Council leader Council¬ 
lor Barry Thomas said the 
changes would come as the 
authority becomes more 
efficient to save millions of 
pounds.

Faster -

The all-new Mercedes-AMG C 
63 Saloon and Estate were re¬ 
vealed this week. 

Using the 205 series aluminium and steel 
chassis structure as its basis, the new C 
63 adds an all-new 4.0-litre biturbo engine 
to give it great performance while unique, 
three-stage adjustable dampers and a be¬ 
spoke steering set-up allow it to retain the 
agility that made the model it replaces the 
most popular AMG ever created. 

The technology applied to the new 
Mercedes-AMG C 63 is focused on en¬ 
hancing the performance of the car - to 
make it as exhilarating as possible yet via¬ 
ble to be used every day. The dynamic en¬ 
gine mounts fitted to the C 63 are a good 
example. 

They reduce unwanted vibration from 
the engine and gearbox by softening 
during normal driving conditions - when 
greater agility is required, they stiffen to im¬ 
prove responses through the speed-sensi¬ 
tive, electromechanical steering and limit 
unwanted movement in the drivetrain. 

Likewise, the C 63 uses a unique sus¬ 
pension set-up. At the front it uses four-link 
suspension, independent steering knuck¬ 
les and a wider track to improve stability, 
while at the rear the multilink system uses 
independent mounts and an increase in 
negative camber. 

Both are linked to AMG Ride Control 
system, operating through electronical¬ 
ly-controlled three-stage dampers - rang¬ 
ing from comfort through to track settings. 
Useful for when the latter is engaged, a 
mechanical locking rear differential for the 


standard C 63 and an electronic version for 
the C 63 S. 

As standard the C 63 is fitted with 
245/40 R18 (front) and 265/40 R18 (rear) 
tyres while the ‘S’ model gains 245/35 R19 
(front) and 265/35 R19 (rear) tyres. 

At the heart of any AMG is its hand-built 
engine. The Mercedes-AMG C 63 uses the 
Ml77 engine - a sister unit to the Ml78 
found in the new Mercedes-AMG GT - dis¬ 
placing 3,982 cc and equipped with twin 
turbochargers neatly packaged in the ‘V’ of 
the cylinder banks and cooled via a special 
duct built in the bonnet of the car. 

Developing 476 hp in standard form and 
510 hp in the C 63 AMG S, it’s nearly a third 
more efficient than the engine it replaces 
yet, in ‘S’ form, produces more power and 
emits less C02 - from 192 g/km of C02. 

Improve 

The combination makes it the most effi¬ 
cient performance engine of its kind. 

A heavily revised version of the AMG 
SPEEDSHIFT MCT 7-speed transmission 
features on the C 63 - now with significant¬ 
ly quicker shift times to improve responses. 

In saloon form, the C 63 AMG weighs 
from 1,715 kg while the Estate weighs from 
1,785 kg (including fuel and the driver). 

Matching the changes under the skin 
are extensive changes to the appearance 
of the car - both outside and in. New front 
bumpers with deep airdams to feed the in¬ 
tercoolers are joined by the unique AMG 
grille and a new bonnet with subtle power 
domes. 

Unique, wider front wings (to clear the 
wider front track) feature a subtle ‘V8 bi¬ 
turbo’ badges above a set of similarly dis¬ 
creet sill extensions.

The rear bumper is also new, designed 
to house the new quad exhaust pipes be¬ 
low a small wing mounted on the bootlid 
and above the tailgate glass on the estate. 

Inside, the changes are immediately 
apparent, with deep, contoured seats set 
behind a small, unique AMG wheel and re¬ 
calibrated AMG dials. 

The option of AMG sports seats can be 
specified along with a range of different 
leather treatments and trim finishes - from 
piano black to carbon and aluminium. 


Buttons for the AMG Ride Control, op¬ 
tional active AMG performance exhaust 
system and the three-stage gearbox 
modes are grouped around the standard 
Touchpad controller, above which is an 
AMG badge and IWC timepiece.

Budgen Peugeot 


Style trial with 
a modest price

Peugeot’s 208 Style offers a few 
extras over the Active model for a 
modest markup. 

The 208 Style takes the Active trim lev¬ 
el and adds a panoramic glass roof, sat 
nav, parking sensors, a leather-trimmed 
steering wheel, chrome door mirrors, 
and better upholstery, charging you an 
additional £750 for the privilege. Togeth¬ 
er, that lot would tot up to around £1,500 
if ordered separately. 

Peugeot is renowned as a maker of great 
small cars. In recent years, that reputation 
went through the wringer somewhat, but with 
the 208 the French company is back to form. 

Here is a supermini that barely puts a foot 
wrong. It’s well-built, it looks good inside and 
out, it drives well and it makes all the right 
numbers if we’re talking economy and emis¬ 
sions. In other words, it really doesn’t need a 
great deal of remedial work or that much of a 
big promotional push. 

It seems that Peugeot just can’t help itself 
though and has announced a special edition 
version of the 208. 

The Style trim level is based on the popular 
Active version and adds a few useful extras for 
a reasonable premium. It’s not a particularly 
novel way of drumming up new business, but 
most buyers aren’t going to be too worried 
about that.

The Style is offered with a trio of engines. 
Customers choose from either the PureTech 
1.2-litre VTI petrol engine or should they prefer 
a diesel powerplant, there’s the 1.4-litre HDI or 
the 1.6-litre e-HDI Stop & Start engines. 

Whichever version you choose, you get 
a platform that has benefited from a crash 
diet. Peugeot has pared around 110kg off 
the weight of equivalent 207 models which 
is a huge advantage in a car so compact. As 
well as improving economy and emissions, 
cutting weight improves acceleration, braking 
and agility - all traditional Peugeot supermini 
totems. The 1.2-litre model tips the scales at 


975kg, which is less than a Lotus Exige S. Let 
that one sink in for a moment. 

The cabin is a big step ahead too and 
there’s some novel thinking afoot. Rather 
than peer through the steering wheel at the 
gauges, Peugeot has instead made the wheel 
smaller and lower so that drivers will be able 
to look over it for an unobstructed view of the 
main instrument binnacle. 

Higher quality finishes and a very neat info¬ 
tainment system feature, while both three and 
five door models offer plenty more occupant 
space. 

Increased 

Not only do rear seat occupants get 5cm 
more knee room, they do so in a car that is 
7cm shorter and 1cm lower than the old 207. 
That increased passenger space doesn’t 
come at the expense of luggage capacity ei¬ 
ther, with the 208 offering an additional 1.5 cu¬ 
bic litres in which to stow your gear. 

So what do you get for the extra £750 this 
Style model costs over a base ‘Active’-trimmed 
208? 

Quite a bit as it happens. If you specified 
the satellite navigation system on its own 
onto an Active model, that would account for 
£400 straight off the bat, leaving you £350 
to purchase a panoramic glass roof, parking 
sensors, a leather-trimmed steering wheel, 
chrome door mirrors and better upholstery. 
Best of luck with that one. 

Together, Peugeot tots that lot up to £1,500, 
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so if you were planning to tick the sat nav box 
and one of either the parking sensors or the 
glass roof (or indeed both), you’re better off 
choosing the Style version. That’s on top of 
equipment like 15-inch alloy wheels, the mul¬ 
tifunction colour touchscreen, Bluetooth and 
USB connectivity and a split rear bench for 
added versatility. 

In truth, this Style version of the Peugeot 
208 doesn’t break much in the way of new 
ground, but then it didn’t really need to. The 
208 is a brilliant small hatch and is right up 
there with the class best. 

What’s more, it feels like a car that’s confi¬ 


dent in its own skin, that once again expresses 
Peugeot’s brand values. It’s stylish, it’s ele¬ 
gant and it’s French in a good way, not French 
in a ‘wonder what bits are about to snap?’ way. 

The satellite navigation and the Cielo pano¬ 
ramic glass roof are easily worth the £750 ex¬ 
tra that Peugeot charges for the Style, so think 
of the parking sensors, the leather steering 
wheel trim, the chromed door mirror cappings 
and the better seating fabrics as freebies. 

You might not have needed a particular ex¬ 
cuse to go shopping for a Peugeot 208 but 
now would seem as good a time as any to 
grab one of the best small hatch deals around.

New BMW will 


cause ripples

IT doesn’t look at all sporty 
and power goes to the ‘wrong’ 
wheels for a BMW but the lat¬ 
est model from the Bavarian car 
maker is going to cause some 
large ripples in the sales pond. 

For BMW expects the majority buyers 
of a new 2 Series Active Tourer to come 
from other brands, and half of them to be 
mature empty nesters, more likely to trans¬ 
port their grandchildren than their own off¬ 
spring. And these buyers won’t care that 
the upright stance of the newcomer says 
‘practical’ much more than sporty. 

Indeed, they’ll relish the space this re¬ 
leases for both people and luggage - and 
still admire the BMW badge on the bonnet. 

They’ll bother even less that this is the 
first BMW to drive through its front wheels 
- like almost every family car made these 
past many decades, but an absolute no-no 
in BMW terms until now. 

Pushing power through the rear wheels 
is still best for absolute precision from the 
steering and making a powerful car punch 
through bends, but the 2 Series Active 
Tourer has other priorities, and manages 
pretty well anyway, thank you very much. 

This is a car aimed at the heart of a 
quickly growing part of the car market, 
ignored until now by BMW but heavily pa¬ 
trolled for years past by Mercedes-Benz

with its B-class and the posher versions of 
cars like the Ford C-Max and, a very recent 
arrival, the VW Golf SV. All attempt a dash 
of style while remembering that practicality 
wins the day and the new BMW is a fine 
example of this principle. 

It is barely longer than BMW’s own 1 
Series hatchback but a little taller than a 
BMW XI SUV, resulting in a car that will fit 
four six-footers in comfort (five at a pinch) 
yet take up only modest amounts of road 
space. A back seat that folds (easily from 
levers in the boot) in three sections and 
can be slid horizontally to favour luggage 
or rear passengers’ legs, and an electrical¬ 
ly powered tailgate as standard show BMW 
has taken everyday practicality to heart. 

Under the bonnet there’s a choice of a 
single petrol or diesel engine, with more 
arriving soon to offer more power and the 
option of all-wheel drive, a feature that will 
cost at least £29,175 to capture in a high- 


end only models. In fact, the new Active 
Tourer starts from a much more reasona¬ 
ble £22,125, a figure that will strike fear into 
rivals with less prestigious badges. 

That brings you a petrol powered 218i 
SE which, contrary to a very well earned 
reputation for mean levels of standard kit 
on upper crust German cars, is actually 
pretty well equipped. 

Standard kit includes alloy wheels, DAB 
radio and Bluetooth, rear parking sensors, 
dual zone climate control, auto wipers and 
lights and the powered tailgate already 
mentioned. 

Under the bonnet sits a new three-cyl¬ 
inder engine that promises good econo¬ 
my and feels plenty quick enough for the 
family-lugging role most Active Tourers will 
slip into - a drive over a variety of roads 
showed 40mpg on the strikingly clear 
dashboard that continues a BMW tradition 
of making things easier for the driver. 

That continues with positive steering, a 
commanding driving position and buttons 
and switches that remind you of the car’s 
quality every time you touch them. 

Less impressive was a gearchange that 
puts first and reverse so close together that 
I started moving backwards at the lights 
until I learned to take more care and a ride 
that occasionally turned lumpy on some 
surfaces. 

An automatic, diesel powered Active 
Tourer (from £24,205 plus £1,685 for the 
auto gears) pulled better still and showed 
50mpg on a run and will win a lot of friends.

Kia aims 
to sell 
its Soul

Kia’s still got Soul. In fact it’s back with a 
second generation version of its cubic little 
supermini-MPV. 

The second generation Kia Soul is a much-im¬ 
proved proposition. 

Granted, it needed to be to avoid being left behind in a 
market sector stuffed with talented rivals, but in becoming 
bigger, much better finished, with slicker suspension and 
better refinement, Kia has equipped the Soul for success. 
As before, it offers a trendiertake on supermini motoring. 

The original Kia Soul was a great example of a car that 
looked great on paper but didn’t really cut it when you got 
behind the wheel. It didn’t ride very well, it wasn’t packaged 
as cleverly as it should have been and the interior design 
never lived up to the bold promise of that cubist exterior. Kia 
as a company has come a long way in recent years and it 
doesn’t have room on its books for a nearly car, so to that 
end, the Soul has been replaced with a second generation 
model that’s new from the ground up. 

Well, perhaps that’s a mild exaggeration, as it shares its 
chassis with the Kia cee’d but anyone who’s driven a cee’d 
will appreciate that this promises good things. The Soul 
didn’t sell too badly but it could have made a much bigger 
impact. Kia’s confident that this current car will catch up and 
then some. 

Where the old Soul had a jarring ride, moribund steering 
and poor refinement, the MK2 model aims to offer a much 
more involving drive. A modified version of the cee’d chassis 
is tasked with improving the Soul’s ride and handling. The 
front subframe utilises four bushings to improve refinement 
and reduce harshness. The shock absorbers on the torsion 
bar rear suspension have been turned vertically and length¬ 
ened, allowing for more suspension travel and improved 
ride comfort. The front suspension and steering box have 
also been altered to improve stability, lend better balance 
and yield benefits to on-centre steering feel. 

The engines comprise 1.6-litre petrol and diesel engines 
and a choice of six-speed manual or automatic transmis¬ 
sions. Both engines are carried over from the outgoing mod¬ 
el, but have been tweaked to offer improved efficiency and 
more competitive emissions. 

Kia has quite sensibly not fiddled too much with the most 
successful part of the Soul - its exterior styling. It’s still the 
same block-shaped profile that works well, this time updat¬ 
ed with some cleverer detailing. Much of this has been influ¬ 
enced by the 2012 Track’ster show car, including the large 
trapezoidal lower air intake, the location of the available fog 
lights and the reworking of Kia’s signature grille, while the 
“floating” body colour panel inset into the boot has its roots 
based in the Track’ster as well. 

Broadened 

Combining a longer 2,570mm wheelbase (up 20mm), 
overall width that’s broadened to 1,800mm (increased by 
15mm) and the same overall height of 1,61 Omm adds a more 
aggressive edge to the MK2 Soul’s appearance. The interior 
benefits from soft-touch materials on the instrument panel, 
centre console and door panels. Finishes like soft-grain 
leather and piano-black trims are also available. The Soul 
now benefits from a larger cabin with incremental increases 
in front leg room (1,090mm, 20mm more than the previous 
Soul), rear leg room (up 5mm to 993mm), front headroom 
(increased 5mm to 1,006mm) and front seat shoulder room 
(up 7mm to 1,410mm). This improved Soul also offers a 
13mm lower hip point and a step-in height that’s reduced 
5mm, allowing for even easier ingress and egress. Overall 
cargo capacity is increased from 340 to 354-litres with the 
rear seats in place. 

Prices for this Soul are still affordable, starting at well un¬ 
der £13,000 for the entry-level 1.6-litre GDI petrol variant. 
You’ll need around £16,500 for the least pricey 1.6 CRDi die¬ 
sel. Beyond the stripped-out ‘start’ variant, the bulk of the 
range is based around Connect, Connect Plus, Mixx and 
Maxx trim levels. All models get a DAB radio, Flex Steer 
variable power-assisted steering, coloured-keyed bumpers, 
power windows and mirrors, air conditioning, USB and AUX- 
in ports and six airbags. 

Further up the range, there are features like a premium 
Infiniti sound system, a reversing camera, sat nav and front 
speaker mood lighting, plus the contrasting roof colour and 
door mirror casings that will really set your car apart. The 
top Soul Maxx gets a huge panoramic glass roof, leather 
upholstery and smart key entry. 

The Soul’s engine efficiency has always been very good, 
though the figures have dropped a little over what was on of¬ 
fer before, presumably due to this improved model’s slightly 
greater weight. The 1.6 GDI petrol engine makes 41,5mpg 
and 158g/km of C02, while the 1.6 CRDi diesel registers 
56.5mpg and 132g/km, which falls to 47.1 mpg and 158g/km 
in the automatic version. 

Residual values for the Soul have always stood up fairly 
well and that has helped to put a cap on the overall pence 
per mile figure when running one. Couple that with low in¬ 
surance ratings and Kia’s excellent seven year/100,000 mile 
warranty and it all should result in a car that’s not going to 
put a huge dent in the family budget.

Ford C-Max 
hits the spot 
and makes 
an easy pick

Compromise doesn’t have to be a dirty word. 
In fact, intelligent compromise is exactly 
what underpins the design of Ford’s C-MAX 
compact MPV. 

Here’s a car that needs to be big enough to fit fami¬ 
ly and luggage but not so big that it’s too hard to pilot 
around town or park. It requires an engine with the 
torque to move a fully loaded car but not one that’s 
so thirsty that the family purse strings are going to 
be stretched to breaking point. It would need all the 
modern safety and convenience features that buyers 
demand, but pricing that isn’t out of reach of wage 
packets that already have school uniforms to buy and 
hungry mouths to feed. 

Hitting the sweet spot in all of those decisions and many 
others beside is where the expertise lies and is the reason 
why the C-MAX is one of the biggest selling cars in its class. 
Ford first introduced this compact MPV model in 2003 and 
since then has sold more than 1.2 million in Europe and 
currently holds a 12 per cent market share. 

The C-MAX was always an easy pick for anyone who en¬ 
joyed driving. It was by far the best car in its class when 
showed a B-road. Now that the Golf SV is around, that supe¬ 
riority is no longer quite so cut and dried, but it’s still a class 
act. Particular attention this time round has been paid to 
improving refinement. Noise, vibration and harshness have 
been improved through the use of thicker side glass and 
more absorbent seals around the tailgate and rear view mir¬ 
ror. The engine bay heat shield has been filled with acous¬ 
tic damping material to reduce powertrain noise and diesel 
variants are equipped with extra acoustic seals to further re¬ 
duce noise intrusion. A re-tuned dual mass flywheel helps to 
reduce shaking forces when the engine is under load, while 
revised engine mounts offer improved refinement during Au- 
to-Start-Stop operation. 

The star of the engine line-up is the 120PS 1.5-litre TDCi 
diesel engine, seen for the first time in the C-MAX, replac¬ 
ing the old 1.6-litre unit. Power goes up by five per cent 
while emissions drop by six points. There are also the mul¬ 
ti-award winning 1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol engines, offered 
once again in 100 and 125PS outputs. The big banger in the 
range is a revised 2.0-litre diesel. 

The design of this C-MAX is evolutionary, with many of 
the details being brought up to date to reflect contempo¬ 
rary Ford thinking. The dynamic styling delivers a stronger, 
sleeker front end, featuring Ford’s distinctive inverted trape¬ 
zoidal grille. The washer jets have been hidden underneath 
the windscreen to give a cleaner look while the tailgate has 
been given a smoother and more sophisticated one-piece 
appearance. 

Refinements 

Inside, you’ll find a dash that’s a lot less fussy than the 
previous model, reflecting the customer-led design refine¬ 
ments that have already been executed on the Focus. There 
are fewer controls and switches, while the new black sat¬ 
in trim and chrome detailing contributes to a cleaner look. 
Functions are simpler to use, such as the air-conditioning 
controls that now feature buttons that are easier to recog¬ 
nise and distinguish from each other. Practicality improves 
too, with a redesigned centre storage console. The seats 
still tumble down individually in one motion to create a flat 
floor, with over 470-litres of space with all five seats in place. 

Ford has gone quite big on electronic gizmos in this lat¬ 
est iteration of the C-MAX. The last model also had a lot of 
smart tech features and Ford rightly left most of them on 
the options list, giving customers the choice of whether they 
wanted to pay extra or not for these nice-to-haves. You can 
now get one of those tailgate openers which operate when 
you wave your foot under the bumper. 

There’s also a perpendicular parking system and Active 
City Stop collision avoidance that operates at up to 31 mph. 
Ford’s latest Sync2 voice-activated connectivity system is 
also on offer, delivering smartphone sync and the chance 
to control some of the car’s minor functions by voice com¬ 
mand. The clearer eight-inch colour touchscreen is a wel¬ 
come addition. Ford also bring us MyKey technology, which 
lets parents set a top speed and limit stereo volume in ad¬ 
vance to prevent the young ‘uns getting a bit overexcited. 

The diesel models really come into their own when 
you’re willing to put some miles on the clock. If you want 
the C-MAX as a school run and shopping vehicle, you’d be 
better advised going for one of the economical 1.0-litre pet¬ 
rol models as they’re priced so cheaply as to be a more 
cost-effective purchase. Really leverage the economy ben¬ 
efits of the diesel engine though and you’ll save big. The 
1.5-litre TDCI diesel returns a combined fuel economy figure 
of better than 65mpg. Go for the 2.0-litre and it will also get 
around 60mpg. Insurance reflects the C-MAX’s family owner 
profile, excellent safety and security record and low cost of 
repairs. The 1.6-litre model is expected to be rated at just 
Group 16E.

Adjustable air suspension is now used 
differently to raise the car only when need¬ 
ed, rather than giving the car a permanent¬ 
ly raised off-road look. This adds to the 
eye-catching appearance which means 
that, although there are thousands of A6s 
on our roads, they still command a second 
glance. 

Handle 

The benefits of the four wheel drive sys¬ 
tem are immediately obvious and the A6 
Allroad is a dream to handle, both on the 
motorway or on country roads. 

Being able to dip the accelerator pedal 
at high speed and get an immediate and 
beautifully throaty response was the best 
part of driving this A6, meaning you could 
accelerate your way out of any motorway 
situation with ease. 

Equipment levels are high, with all A6 
models getting the MMI navigation system, 
leather upholstery, 18-inch alloy wheels, 
front and rear parking sensors and hill de¬ 
scent control. 

The test car would set you back just 
over £49,000 but with the added extras that 
price shoots to £60,000. 

For the extra £11,000 you get power 
door closing, a range-topping technology 
pack which gives MMI Navigation Plus,

Audi connect, a music interface, stdp/start 

system and lane assist warning and lots of 
other add-ons. 

There is also a Bose surround sound 
system, heated front seats and a glove 
compartment mounted CD changer. 

What not to forget is that this is a five- 
door estate in layman terms and that 
means enough space in the boot area to 
help you move house. And with the rear 
seats folded flat its spacious enough to act 
as back-up for the local undertaker. 

There are lots of practical touches, in¬ 


cluding straps, lashing points and a rail- 

based system for securing luggage. 

The Allroad is brimming with safety 
equipment, including six airbags and sta¬ 
bility control. Optional extras include rear 
side airbags. 

While the cabin is typically Audi - spa¬ 
cious and comfortable - the one surprise 
is in the rear where carrying three passen¬ 
gers is not a comfortable proposition. 

The Audi success story just goes on and 
on and if you’re not frightened off by the 
price the A6 Allroad is a good choice.

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Integra - great

Honda’s latest Integra has some- 
thing of an identity crisis: a bit 
like Clark Kent and his alter-ego 
the caped crusader. 

It’s deliberate, of course, as the company 
tries to widen the appeal of two wheelers 
and integrate some of the best features of 
bikes with those of a scooter. Hence the 
name: it’s actually nothing to do with the 
Honda’s Integra Type R, one of the best 
coupes of the 1990s. 

Officially the £7,788 Integra is classed as 
a ‘maxi scooter’ and with a torquey 745cc 
twin cylinder engine and a top speed of 
around 10Omph it’s certainly near the top 
of that class. 

It has first-class weather protection 
but with its excellent chassis and 17-inch 
wheels it has the stability and handling of 
a bike. That isn’t a surprise, as apart from 
the bodywork its shares virtually everything 
with its stablemate the 750S 

It would serve admirably as an easy-to- 
ride commuter scooter with what is proba¬ 
bly the best automatic transmission on any 
two-wheeler, but unlike some of its smaller 
counterparts you can tackle some serious 
touring too. 

Depending on how and where you ride 
it, everyday economy is between 60 and 
70mpg - in fact the official figure is 80mpg. 
With a 14.1 litre tank that gives you an im¬ 
pressive range between fill-ups. 

It has the comfort and performance to 
handle longer motorway runs, able to eas¬ 
ily keep up the pace without leaving you 
feeling intimidated as other traffic treats you 
like a rolling roadblock. There’s plenty of 
power to carry a pillion passenger, too. 


The Integra isn’t over-heavy at 237kgs: in 
fact it’s a relative lightweight compared to 
some of its rivals and with its sturdy, shift 
chassis and bike suspension it’s particular¬ 
ly stable in a straight line and doesn’t dip 
and wallow in corners. In fact it corners 
like a motorcycle because, in all areas that 
count, it is one. 

I have heard of one tester complain of 
scraping the bodywork through being over 
enthusiastic in a corner but from my own 
experience I don’t know how. There were 
times when I used all the rear tyre’s treaded 
area without any other sort of contact. 

A big, well-shaped seat - almost an 
armchair by bike standards - and long 
footboards instead of pegs allow the rider 
a nice upright position but also the abili¬ 
ty to shuffle about a bit, to avoid stiffness 
and numb rear-end syndrome when you’ve 
been sitting there for an hour or two. 

Injected 

The aerodynamic front end and large 
front screen are well designed to protect 
you from wind blast and rain. In fact on an 
autumn day in my heavy protective bike 
gear I felt too warm, the only noticeable 
breeze hitting the back of my neck (drawn 
in from the rear as in a convertible car). 

The latest Integra’s fuel injected engine 
has grown in size from 670 to 745cc, giving 
it an extra 3bhp (now just over 54) and a 
healthy 68Nm of torque, which is on a par 
with some bigger engine bikes such as Tri¬ 
umph’s Bonneville. 

The significance of that is smooth riding 
while maintaining relatively high gears for 
economy. Fourth around town at 30mph, 
for example, is easy going and impressively 
quiet, but the Integra has the ability to pick 
up its heels when required. 


The second generation DCT transmis¬ 
sion uses a ‘proper’ gearbox (as opposed 
to a CVT system) with an electronically 
controlled dual clutch system, similar to the 
Audi VW Group’s acclaimed DSG unit. 

It has two modes - Drive, which selects 
and holds the highest gear for the condi¬ 
tions to give you best economy and Sport, 
which is more responsive and allows the 
revs to get up towards the redline if you 
give it a big handful. 

You can also change gear manually, us¬ 
ing ‘up’ and ‘down’ buttons on the lefthand 
grip. It is very fast-acting, the electronics 
interpreting your requirements via move¬ 
ments on the throttle but the ability to 
change down one or two cogs with just the 
press of the thumb is ideal when, for exam¬ 
ple, you’re setting up for a tight bend. 

It’s smoother and more responsive than 
any CVT system I’ve ridden, offering better 
rider connection with the bike as well as fuel 
and performance advantages. 

The brakes - discs front and rear with 
ABS - are reassuringly effective and are 
operated by separate hand levers on the 
bars. Being more used to the normal bike 
arrangement, though, it did take a few miles 
to stop my right foot from pressing the foot¬ 
boards. 

As the Integra is essentially built on a 
motorcycle frame, it lacks some of the 
cargo carrying capacity of more ‘normal’ 
scooters. The fuel tank is under the large 
hinged (and lockable) seat and in front of 
that there’s a storage bay which will just 
about take a helmet. The configuration also 
means you throw your leg over the seat, 
bike-style, rather than the ‘step through’ fa¬ 
cility of some scooters so there’s no facility 
for a bag hook there. A rear luggage rack 
and box are on the accessories list. 


combination 



The Integra’s integrated design sets it 
apart from the herd and gives it an appeal 
all of its own. 

It’s more of an all-rounder than some of 
the pure scooter breed, with its motorcycle 
performance and handling which make it 
more fun, too. 

Its combination of capabilities - nearly 
10Omph and almost 80mpg - plus its ex¬ 
cellent transmission and more comfort and 
weather protection than most standard 
bikes make it an attractive alternative for 
some riders than more traditional designs 
on both sides of the fence.

NOSTALGIA

WELSHPOOL-BORN Theo 
Moss went from being a 
music hall comedian to 
a soldier fighting at the 
front in France during the 
Great War. 

The story of Theo, who ear¬ 
ly on adopted the stage name 
of Theo Leslie, has been re¬ 
searched by genealogist Claire 
Jordan, with Theo’s grandson 
Robin Stewart adding family 
snippets to complete the pic¬ 
ture. 

In this second instalment of the 
story, Robin tells how Theo went 
to war, crossing the English Chan¬ 
nel to join the fighting on Novem¬ 
ber 4, 1916. 

“Soon after, he was posted to the 
16th Division Ammunition Col¬ 
umn, part of the Royal Field Ar¬ 
tillery organisational mechanism, 
charged with getting ordnance to 
the guns”, said Robin. 

He later had a a posting to B 
Battery, 155th Heavy Brigade 
RFA. 

On October 20 1918, Theo was 
wounded in action, receiving a 
shell wound to the left side of his 
face. A medical board decided the 


disability was likely to last some 
six months and surgery wasn’t re¬ 
quired. Theo had also had an ear¬ 
lier, and now secondary, medical 
complaint of debility and difficulty 
eating. 

With the war ending shortly 
after his injury, it was not too long 
before Theo was able to return to 
civilian life. 

Robin says: “He married Ivy, 
who’d helped nurse him back to 
health in hospital. Ivy, too, was 


a performer and toured for many 
years as a dancer in the 1920s mu¬ 
sical comedy hit Chu Chin Chow. 
Theo’s first known return to the 
halls was in the revue, Chimes, at 
the New Cross Empire, London, 
in 1925. 

“Theo Leslie never made first 
billing or had his name up in 
lights. 

By now, approaching his 50s, 
Theo Leslie was describing him¬ 
self as an actor-manager and 


rubbing shoulders with stars and 
stars-to-be. 

He shared a stage with a 
23-year-old Rex Harrison in the 
musical comedy For The Love Of 
Mike at the Grand, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton in 1932. 

“One of Rex Harrison’s other 
loves, shared with Theo, was 
horseracing. They’d often travel 
to meetings in the company of 
English actors Robert Morley and 
Wilfrid Hyde-White. 


“Morley was famous for his 
wit and versatility. The foursome 
would return from their days out 
to Epsom and Brighton races in 
Wilfrid’s chauffeur-driven Rolls- 
Royce,” Robin said. 

Theo’s colourful life, which had 
begun in Welshpool in 1882, ended 
peacefully at his Croydon, Surrey, 
home in 1952.

ANTHROPOMORPHISM is both highly 
popular and highly unpopular. 

We all do it from time to time whether we 
studiously try to resist it in our contempla¬ 
tion of biology, zoology, animal behaviour and 
our studies of the natural world, or whether 
we like nothing better than ascribing a Pot- 
ter-esque delineation to ‘our’ darling little 
hedgehogs, birds, bats, badgers and squirrels. 

Talking about wildlife in an anthropomorphic 
manner is often something scoffed and scorned 
at, a ludicrous and juvenile method at hopelessly 
trying to describe imagined characteristics on crea¬ 
tures and disparaged and belittled by ‘those in the 
know’. In short, Disney and the aforementioned 
Beatrix have a lot to answer for. 

But hang on - are there really no benefits to this 
admittedly simple manner in describing the attrib¬ 
utes of the world’s wildlife? Certainly people get it 
completely wrong on some occasions. An ‘adorable’ 
laughing chimpanzee on that truly witty birthday 
card for Granddad, usually with the original cap¬ 
tion ‘you’re how old?!’ scrawled beneath it in comic 
sans font, is sadly showing an ape in a great deal of 
distress (and on a birthday card no less!). 

Persuade 

Leaving aside inept card, designers and their 
naive customers, anthropomorphism can be a good 
thing and I’d like to try to persuade you by using 
the worst possible example I can think of. 

Ask someone to name the most unpopular mam¬ 
mal on Darwin’s green earth of Shropshire, and I 
expect more than a few will opt for the grey squir¬ 
rel. Why are these animals so despised? You all 
know the answer and it’s staring back at you with 
cherubic features, big cute eyes and the colour red 
daubed all over it. It is well known that red squir¬ 
rels are in the battle for their lives against the big¬ 
ger, bolder, brasher and disease-wielding charisma 
of the Greys. 

And yet do those greys, which lo and behold can 
be seen at their peak of activity right now dear 
Reader, have any saving graces and what’s more, 



can anthropomorphism save them? 

Greys are well known as tree-damagers and de¬ 
stroyers, but how fortunate are various individual 
fungi and invertebrates for that I wonder? And if a 
tree dies, it adds complexity to the structure of the 
woodland environment, benefitting all. Squirrels, 
whatever colour, are preyed upon by owls, hawks 
and the remarkable and wonderful pine martin. 

Greys are castigated as egg thieves, and yet just 
over 100 years ago red squirrels had a bounty on 
their cute and cuddly heads for causing the afore¬ 
mentioned damage to trees as well as the penchant 
and partiality for...yes you guessed it, eggs. Both 
species are a good means of seed and nut dispersal, 
and therefore help the spread of trees and other 
plants. 

But here is perhaps the most important point, 
whether you’re ‘for’ greys or not. Because of their 
extraordinary assertiveness over their smaller 
cousins, grey squirrels alone are the most familiar 
of all the mammal species in our towns and gar¬ 
dens. When we talk about the absolutely crucial 
need to educate, excite and inspire the next gener¬ 
ation of naturalists and conservationists, we always 
show them garden wildlife and this is where the 
anthropomorphism of grey squirrels comes in. You 
or your children cannot call a dunnock or a wood 
pigeon cute, sweet, fluffy or funny and lively. But 
you can with squirrels. 

If I could press the magical big red button to get 
rid of the little beggars (grey squirrels that is, not 
your children), I may well be tempted, but it would 
in some circles at least, be a genuine loss for many 
different reasons.

House prices 
falling back, 
report finds 

HOUSE prices fell back in Shropshire from a record high 
in September, with the first month-on-month decrease in 
more than a year, according to latest figures. 

And figures also reveal that over the last decade the 
county has had one of the slowest growths for house prices 
in the UK. 

A fall of 0.2 per cent took the average UK property price 
for September to £188,374, edging down from the all-time 
peak of £189,306 recorded in August. 

The monthly price decrease follows 16 months in a row 
of increases and ends the run of property prices across the 
country hitting fresh highs over the summer. 

Nationwide Building Society revealed that year-on-year 
house price growth slowed to 9.4 per cent in September, 
from 11 per cent in August. 

Despite the slowing pace of house price growth, every 
region across the UK recorded year-on-year house price 
gains, from 21 per cent in London to 4.3 per cent in the 
north of England. 

In Shropshire prices rose four per cent to an average of 
£183,508 over the last three months - a slight slowdown 
from the five per cent hike in the previous quarter of the 
year. 

The county also has one of the lowest rates of house price 
growth in the country over the last 10 years, up just eight 
per cent since 2004 - the same as in neighbouring north 
and west Wales. In Worcestershire it has risen 18 per cent, 
while in part of the south east it has risen 20 per cent-30 
per cent and in some parts of London prices have doubled. 

London house prices reached a new record high in Sep¬ 
tember, at £401,072 on average, and now stand at 31 per 
cent above their 2007 pre-financial crisis peak in the cap¬ 
ital. 

Robert Gardner, nationwide’s chief economist, said “the 
outlook remains uncertain” in terms of the direction of the 
UK housing market generally for the rest of the year. 

He said price growth may soften further and there have 
been “tentative signs” from estate agents that demand 
from potential buyers may be starting to cool. But, on the 
other hand, low interest rates, which are keeping borrow¬ 
ing cheap, and the strong labour market “suggest that un¬ 
derlying demand is likely to remain robust”, he said.

Table-topping New Saints are taking nothing for granted 


JUST a couple of months in, and the 
Welsh Premier table is already taking 
a familiar shape with The New Saints 
surging ahead in pursuit of a fourth 
straight title - and the rest of the pack 
playing catch-up, writes JOHN BRIDGWA¬ 
TER. 

The defending champions opened up 
a five-point lead at the top with Satur¬ 
day’s last-gasp 3-2 victory at last sea¬ 
son’s runners-up Airbus UK, with vic¬ 
tory stretching the unbeaten run to 10 
games in all competitions. 

They now entertain Prestatyn Town 
on Saturday (2.30pm) and few would 
argue against another home win 
against a side who have lost every visit 
to Park Hall. 

Coach Carl Darlington, however, 


remains guarded, despite Prestatyn 
struggling in the lower reaches of the 
table after last weekend’s 4-0 home loss 
to Cefn Druids. 

“We’re four points better off than 
we were this time last year, the table is 
starting to take a bit of shape now, and 
we’re very happy to be where we are,” 
he said. 

“Last week was a big win as we failed 
to beat Airbus both home and away in 
the league last season, but that win will 
count for nothing unless we back it up 
with victory against Prestatyn on Sat¬ 
urday. 

“They may be on a bit of a bad run, 
but they are a tough team with some 
very good players who can hurt you. 
As we’ve seen this season anybody can 


beat anybody else on their day. 

“Our home form is second to none, 
but we can’t take anything for granted. 
Everyone thought we just had to turn 
up to beat Newtown the other week, 
but drew 1-1 and it was definitely two 
points dropped, so that is a reminder 
that there is no gimme in this league.”

■ The New Saints’ boss Craig Harri¬ 
son has lifted the Welsh Premier’s first 
manager of the month award of the 
season. 

Harrison took the accolade for Au¬ 
gust/September after the reigning 
champions made a strong start in de¬ 
fence of their title to move clear at the 
top.
